JURY DEADLOCKED, 
MISTRIAL IS SEEN 


Body, Locked Up for 
Night, Gives Judge Pom- 
eroy No Indication of 
How It Stands. 


A mistrial in the case of Council- 
man W. Paul Carpenter, accused of 
bribery, was in prospect Friday night 
when the jury trying his case reported 
itself deadlocked at ten to two, with- 
out indicating whether the majority 
favored acquittal or conviction, and 
was ordered locked up for the night by 


Trial Judge Edgar E. Pomeroy, who 
directed that deliberations be resumed 
today, : 

At 10 o’cloeck, after deliberating 
eight hours, the jury, through its fore- 
man, J. W. White, reported to Judge 
Pomeroy that the deadlock seemed 
hopeless and there were only the “re- 
motest” signs of a break. It was then 
that Judge Pomeroy instructed bailiffs 
to take the jurors to their hotel. 

The case was given to the jury at 
12:30 o’clock Friday afternoon aft- 
er evidence taking and arguments 
which had consumed three and a half 
days. At 4:30 o'clock Judge Pome- 
roy called upon the jury to report, 
and the foreman informed him that 
for an hour and a half the balloting 
had been divided ten to two. The 
court did not ask on which side the 
majority was voting. 

Mr. White at that time asked Judge 
Pomeroy for a clarification. of his 
charge on the bribery law and to tell 
the jury again whethér ot not the 
paueslen of proof rested on the state 
tr its-attempt to- prove that a eon- 
spiracy existed between Carpenter 
and Walter C. Taylor, whom he is 
accused of having bribed with a part 
of $4,800 he is alleged to have col- 
lected from Clein & Eliman, auction 
jewelers, not to enforce a city ordi- 
nance which provided that auction 
jewelers must pay a license of $1,000 
a year. 

Burden Upon State. 

“The burden rests upon the state 
to prove everything charged in the 
bill of indictment,” Judge Pomeroy 
told the jury. “The accused comes 
into court with the presumption of in- 
nocence ‘1 his favor and it rests with 
the state to prove everything that is 
charged against him.” 

Judge Pomeroy then reread the 
bribery law which he had read to 
the jury in his original charge. The 
jury seemed satisfied with the new 
information and resumed its delibera- 


tion. 
Count Nine to Three. 


Earlier in the afternoon it was re- 
ported that in the first balloting the 
count stood nine to three, but at that 
time it could not be learned how the 
majority was voting. If the early 
information was correct one juror had 
changed his vote in the later ballots, 
the foreman’s count being ten to two. 

In his original charge to the jury 
Judge Pomeroy read the true bill in 
its entirety, read the bribery law and 
recited at length the law governing a 
reasonable doubt and other formal 
statements given jurors. The court 


charged that in making its verdict 


the jury could use the information 


it had recerved concerning Walter C. 
Taylor, former city clerk, in so far 
as the information went to prove or 
disprove that a conspiracy existed be- 
tween Carpenter and Taylor. 

‘Former City Clerk Taylor appeared 
at the courthouse during the after- 
noon but as far as could be learned 
did not visit with Carpenter who sat 
in the courtroom awaiting action of 
the jury. Taylor said he had come to 
the courthouse on an entirely different 
matter. 

The case went to the jury when ar- 
guments had been completed Friday 
morning by. Attorney Mark Bolding 
for the defense and Solicitor-General 
John A. Boykin for the state. Inas-

House Refuses To Agree 
to Eight Millions Added 
by Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12.—(#)— 
The house had the congressional stage 


all to itself today and took advan- | 


tage of the opportunity to enact a 


bit of drama lifted bodily from the 
repertory of the senate. 

Its theme was drouth and unem- 
ployment relief and its dialog includ- 
ed some familiar lines—charges and 
denials of raids on the _ treasury, 
warnings against the dole system and 
appeals for human rights. 

The principal roles were portrayed 
by. Representative Tilson, the repub- 
lican floor leader, and Representa- 
tive Aswell, of Louisiana, a demo- 
eratic member of the agriculture com- 
mittee. 

Tilson denounced the senate $60,- 
000,000 drouth loan fund bill as a 
“nipe line to the treasury.” Aswell 
replied that sum had been recommend- 
ed by the president’s drouth commit- 
tee and state commissioners of agri- 
culture. 

Tilson asserted a provision to make 
half that amount available for buy- 
ing food aud clothing was-a danger- 
ous approach to the dole system. As- 
well said he was astounded to hear 
loans for food termed a dole. 

The house. today disagreed with 
the $8,000,000 worth of amendments 
added by the senate to the public 
works appropriation and*sent the 
measure with its $118,000,000 total 
to conference. 

The interior department supply bill 
carrying $15,000,000 for work on the 
Boulder canyon project during the 
next fiscal year was passed by the 
house after a provision prohibiting 
pay inereases to classified employes 
had been removed. 

The bill apprepriates $68,554,106 
for all departmental activities; an in- 
crease of $5,642.4S2 over current ap- 
propriations. An effort by Repre- 
sentative Douglas, democrat, Arizona, 
to block the appropriation for Boul- 
der canyon dam was defeated. 

The senate was in adjournment 
throughout the day in deference to 
the memory df Senator Overman, of 
North Carolina, who died early this 
morning. 

In addition te discussing drouth 
and unemployment the house made 
progress with the interior department 
supply bill. ;

CARVER’S WORK 
AID TO GANDHI 


TUSKEGEE, Ala., Dee. 12.—That 
the discoveries of Dr. George Carver, 
noted agricultural chemist of Tuskegee 
Institute, may become a factor in 
India’s fight for freedom was revealed 
here recently when it was learned 
that Dr. Carver. at the request of a 
close friend of Mahatma Gandhi, has 
formulated a menu for the great In- 
dian leader, designed especially to 
build up his emaciated body. 

The request, it is understood, came 
to Dr. Carver through Dr. C. F. 
Andrews, a recent visitor to Tuskegee, 
who for years has been Gandhi's in- 
timate friend, adviser and associate. 
The ment prepared, it is said, makes 
large use of a nourishing milk de- 
rived from soy beans. Dr. Carver, 
it is understood, is co-operating also 
with a member of the Johns Hopkins 
faculty in the development of a vege- 
table baby food that can be used in 
Africa and other countries where milk 
is not available. 

To date Dr. Carver's contributions 
to science include 202 products de- 
rived from peanuts, 118 from sweet 
potatoes, a large number from other 
common southern plants, and 300 
colors and tints from Alabama red 
clay. Among the latter is a blue 
stronger than any on the market, said 
to be identical with the long lost blue 
used to decorate the tombs of the 
ancient Egyptian kings. He is now 
on the trail of another lost color, 
the famous Egyptian purple.

LONDON, Dee. 12.—(4)—Lon-
